This case relates to a proposal dated 23 September 98 from the 
Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust (JNPT) for fixation of the Scale of Rates for various 
services to be rendered at the JNPT CFS, both for import and export containers. 

2. The salient features of the proposal are as follows; 

(i) . There are three main Container Freight Stations (CFSs) at the 

JNPT One of the CFSs is of the JNPT itself operated on its behalf 
by the CWC; a second, operated by the Maersk India Limited 
(Maersk); and, a third, operated by M/s. Balmer Lawrie & Company 
Limited (BLC). 

(ii) . The JNPT CFS (operated by the CWC) handles at present only 

import containers. The others handle both import and export 
containers. 

(iii) . The contract given to the CWC expires on 25 May 99. There is no 

proposal to renew the contract 

(iv) . The JNPT decision, however, is to operate the CFS through a 

Handling / Transport Contractor to be identified through a tendering 
process. 

(v) . In the new arrangement, the CFS is expected to handle both import 

and export containers. 

(vi) , The proposal is to get the rates for various services to be approved 

by the TAMP so that they can be indicated in the tender document. 

(vii) . The JNPT has adopted the CWC/Maersk rates as the ‘going rates’. 

No costing details have been given either in the proposal or at the 
joint hearing on the ground that they have no other basis to go by. 
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The Ground Rent for export containers is exactly the same as 
those adopted by the CWC. The Ground Rent for import 
containers, however, is higher than the CWC rates; possibly, the 
JNPT has gone in this case with reference to the higher Maersk 
rates. 

(viii). No conditionalities have been proposed for specifying levels of 
performance. (This point is of particular relevance in the context of 
repeated complaints by port-users about total lack of accountability 
at the CFS - the JNPT passes the buck to the Contractor who 
passes it on to the sub-contractor and so on with the result that the 
port-user has no real option but to bear with whatever payments 
are demanded.) 

3, In accordance with the prescribed procedure, the proposal was 

circulated to the port-users for comments. The port-users addressed were as 
follows; The Indian National Shipowners’ Association (INSA), the Mumbai and 
Nhava Sheva Ship-Intermodal Agents Association (MANSAA), the Container 
Shipping Lines Association (CSLA), the Bombay Custom House Agents' 
Association (BCHAA), the Bombay Chamber of Commerce and Industry (BCCI), 
besides the Director General (Shipping), Comments were received only from the 
CSLA, INSA, BCHAA, and the Director General (Shipping). Thereafter, the case 
was taken up for a joint hearing in Mumbai on 8 January 99, The salient points 
emerging from the comments received from the four port-users as also from the 
deliberations at the joint hearing are as follows: 

(i). The representative of the D.G. (Shipping) referred to a Report 
prepared by them which has not yet been accepted by the 
Government. But, this Report pertains to 'Container Detention 
Charges’ which are not very relevant to our purpose in this case. 

(li). The JNPT shall not charge ground rent indefinitely, In cases of 
uncleared containers, the ground rent must stop at some point. 
The Scale of Rates must, therefore, prescribe a time limit for taking 
up for auction of uncleared containers, 

(iii) . Containers with 'coastal’ cargo must get lesser rates. 

(iv) . The CFS shall be accountable for performance. The Scale of 

Rates must prescribe penalties for delays in performance by the 
CFS. 

(V). 'Free time' of 3 days proposed is not adequate; it shall be 5 days. 
It is relevant here to recognise that the shipping lines also claim to 
give 5 days’ free time, 

(vi). The CFS must provide survey facilities to identify damages to 
containers inside or outside the CFS.

(vii). The proposal relevant to export containers, in respect of handling 
and transport operations (export operations), must include 
provision for supply of labour for chocking and lashing of cargo 
also. 

(It is relevant here to note that Maersk does not provide these 
facilities at their CFS.) 

(viii). The JNPT CFS shall not charge ground rent indefinitely. There 
has to be a time limit for auctioning uncleared containers. The 
statutory time limit of 45/60 days for destuffing/clearing after 
landing must be adopted. If this time limit is not observed, the 
containers must be auctioned at the consignee's cost. 

(ix) . The charges for handling containers shall be denominated in rupee 

terms and not in dollar terms. 

(x) . The JNPT CFS must offer concessional rates to containers 

carrying ‘coastal’ cargo. 

(xi) . The concept behind the expression “our,o\wn CFS” in the proposal 

is not clear, There is no indication anywhere of accountability of 
the JNPT or of the Contractor. If this position is maintained, the 
JNPT must be seen to be ceasing to operate as 'Custodian", And, 
the Contractor also goes scot-free because he is answerable only 
to the JNPT and not to users. This issue needs to be sorted out. 

(xii) . The Scale of Rates must incorporate conditionalities to enforce 

levels of performance. Concepts like ‘time limits’, 'penaltit.:^|^.ncl 
‘remissions’, which are totally absent in the proposal need j be 
introduced specifically. 

(xiii). The rates proposed are very high. No basis has been indica^d tor 
the rates. The JNPT cannot be allowed to blindly adopt the CWC/ 
Maersk rates on the ground that they have no costing details. After 
all, it is their CFS; it shall be possible for them to get all the costing 
details from the Contractor. 

Costing details given by BLC are available to show that all these 
activities can be performed at much much cheaper rates. 

The rates prescribed at the Mumbai Port Trust (MBPT) for similar 
activities at their CFSs are also very much cheaper. And, the 
conditionalities are so explicitly stipulated that there is total 
accountability for performance at all stages. 

(xiv). The tender document, even as it indicates the rates, shall also 
stipulate conditionalities. This essential requirement must not be 
left to be filled in by the Contractor. 
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(xv) It will be the best arrangement if the JNPT itself can operate the 
CFS. Such an arrangement will provide a ‘single window’ facility 
which will be easier and far cheaper. 

(xvi) , It is good that both import and export containers are proposed to 

be handled at the CFS. This has been a long standing demand of 
the port users, 

(xvii). Container handling charges are cargo-related charges and ought 
properly to be denominated in rupee terms. 

(xviii). Likewise, .the proposal must incorporate the accepted principles of 
fixing concessional tariffs for ‘coastal cargo'. 

4. At the joint hearing, the BCHAA offered to give a draft of the 

conditionalities to govern the application of the rates In reference. The salient 
points relating to the conditionalities are as follows; 

(i) . Prescription of the ground rent charges shall be governed by 

provision of a 'free time’. This shall be seven days and not three 
days. 

(ii) . 'Free time’ must start after the container reaches the CFS and not 

when it is still at the Port Container Yard. 

The Steamer Agent shall be responsible for movement of the 
(Import) container from the Port Container Yard to the CFS and of 
the (export) container from the CFS to the Port Container Yard. 
This is necessary to ensure that the consignee is not held 
responsible for delays in movement of containers caused by the 
CFS operator or others. 

(iii) . Warehousing charges shall not apply if there are delays in 

clearance because of delays caused by the port or the CFS 
operator. 

Likewise, warehousing charges shall not apply if there are delays 
due to Customs Testing / Import Trade Control / etc. 

(iv) . Containers shall be available at ground for removal when the 

consignees come to collect them. If this is not so, the time taken 
for ‘grounding’ shall not count for charge. 

(v) . The JNPT must introduce a ‘single window’ system for collection of 

charges for clearance of containers; otherwise, the Scale of Rates 
must prescribe time limits for each activity to enforce levels of 
performance.

5. The JNPT's response to the issues raised by the port-users has 

been somewhat limited to cover the following: 


(i) . The port does not have the manpower or the expertise to operate 

the CFS. Hence the decision to appoint a Contractor. In any case, 
this is a management decision quite unrelated to tariffs and will, 
therefore, be outside the purview of the proceedings in this case. 

(ii) . The port has no accounts of its own. It is not, therefore, in a 

position to furnish any costing details or propose any rates of its 
own. It has, accordingly, gone by the rates prevailing at the CFSs 
operated by the CWC and the Maersk. 

If any particular requirements are specifically indicated, then, the 
JNPT will try to collect relevant details and submit them. 

(iii) . Likewise, the port is not in a position to prepare, any 

conditionalities. If the TAMP prescribes any, the JNPT will accept 
them and spell them out in the tender document. 


(iv). The concessions normally admissible to coastal cargo’ are given. 

It is not clear what more is expected in this regard by the users. 

6. With reference to all the information / details / data collected in 

respect of this case, and based on a collective application of mind, this Authority 
took up this case for final consideration in its meeting today. 


7. The following points emerge from an analysis of the facts given 

above and the various issues cited; 


(i) . Whether the port itself shall operate the CFS or give it out on 

contract is indeed a management decision. This Authority will not, 
therefore, like to intercede in this matter. 

(ii) . The decision to cover both import and export containers is in 

response to a long-standing demand of the users. Accordingly, it is 
a welcome development. Incidentally, this again, strictly speaking, 
is a management decision with which this Authority will not be 
directly concerned. 

(iii) . The JNPT has not given any costing details. It does not appear to 

be proper on its part to blindly adopt the rates quoted by the CWC 
and the Maersk. It is true that, at the joint hearing the JNPT 
offered to try and collect relevant details with reference to any 
specific requirement that might be indicated by the TAMP in this 
regard. Following this up, this Authority had given a list of points to 
the JNPT for additional information/ciarification. Not much of 
meaningful response from the JNPT has been received. 
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The rates quoted by the BLC for storage and transportation at their 
CFS are indeed very revealing. They are incredibly low and much 
much cheaper than the rates proposed by the JNPT. In spite of an 
opportunity being given to them, the JNPT has not chosen to 
respond to this statement. And, as already pointed out, they have 
not furnished any data to the contrary of their own either. That 
being so, there is no reason why this Authority cannot keep the 
BLC rates as a base to work out appropriate rates in this case. 

It may be argued that a Port Trust cannot be compared with a 
private party, It has inescapable liabilities to reckon with. But, it is 
reievant to recognise that the BLC is a Public Sector Undertaking 
and not a private party. Nevertheless, it has to be conceded that 
operating as it does on commercial lines, the BLC will have work 
standards different from those of a Public Trust. But, the Authority 
can surely use the BLC rates as a basis to make reasonable 
deductions justifiably in the case of a Public Trust situation. 

(iv) . The demand for concessions for ‘coastal cargo’ is in line with the 

prevailing practice. The port’s contention appears to be that why 
should users ask for more concessions than what are normally 
admissible. Apparently, the point has arisen because of lack of 
specific mention in the proposal. By way of abundant caution, 
therefore, it can be stipulated that the concession usually available 
to ‘coastal cargo' will be available at this CFS also. 

The point about denomination in rupee terms (and, not in dollar 
terms) of container handling charges is part of a dispute that Is 
currently engaging the attention of the Authority even otherwise. It 
may not, therefore, be advisable at this stage to consider this issue 
afresh in isolation as a part of this case. At any rate, the proposal 
does not allude to this aspect at all. The users have apparently 
brought it up by way of abundant caution. It can, perhaps, be 
stipulated that the present practice will continue unless and until it 
is altered by a common prescription. 

(v) . The proposal of the JNPT in respect of the rates chargeable 

towards various services to be rendered was subjected to scrutiny 
with reference to the rates applied at present by the CWC, the 
Maersk India, the Balmer Lawrie & Co. Limited (only for empty 
containers), and the suggestions received from the BCHAA. 
Based on this scrutiny, the following points have emerged with 
reference to which appropriate modifications have been introduced 
in the statements of rates: 

(A) Whereas in the JNPT proposal, the first month has been 
broken down into four slabs with rates rising from Rs.75/- to 
Rs.300/-, in the BLC structure, it is just Rs.8/- for the whole 
month! Even granting the differences of work standards 
between the two organisation as discussed in paragraph 
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7.3. above, it is not reasonably conceivable that the 
pressure on speedy clearance within the port precincts will 
be so much as to warrant such a colossal contrast. That 
being so, in our opinion, as in the demand uniformly voiced 
by the port-users, there has to be some moderation of the 
rates. 

Bearing this in mind, and based on a comparison of the 
rates proposed by the JNPT, applied by the BLC, and 
suggested by the BCHAA, appropriate changes have been 
introduced in the statements of rates. 

(B) . Although the JNPT proposal is to apply a rate at iVa times 

the normal charge as notified in its tariff for reefer 
containers, lack of a specific indication thereto in the 
Statement (attached as Annex IV to the proposal) seems to 
have caused some confusion and concern among users. It 
will, therefore, be advisable to introduce a specific indication 
to this effect in the statement of rates. 

(C) . The proposal to charge Rs.200/" per T£U towards 

‘administrative expenses’ for ‘entry’ has not been explained 
and IS not found to be justifiable. 

(D) . The proposal to charge Rs.lOO/- and Rs.200/- respectively 

for empty and loaded containers for lift on / lift off is found to 
be on the higher side. With reference to the rate charged by 
the BLC and the suggestion received from the BCHAA, a 
charge of Rs.75/- per TEU for empty containers is found to 
be reasonable. And, applying a 1:2 ratio between empty 
and loaded containers, a charge of Rs.150/- per TEU for 
loaded containers is found to be reasonable. 

(E) . (a). The transportation charge from the Port to the CFS 

proposed at Rs.800/- per TEU (empty) is found to be 
on the higher side. With reference to the rate 
charged by the BLC for a much longer distance and 
the suggestion received from the BCHAA, a charge of 
Rs.600/- per TEU (empty) is found to be reasonable. 

(b). Adopting the ratio maintained in the proposal, and 
going by the charge of Rs.GOO/- per TEU (empty) 
cited above, a charge of Rs. 1,000/- per TEU (loaded) 
is found to reasonable for transportation from the Port 
to the CFS, 

(F) , Going by the norms indicated above, for the activity covered 

by Item 2(i) of Annex - IV to the proposal, the charge 
proposed of Rs,2,500/- per TEU is found to be somewhat on 
the higher side. Adding Rs.1,000/- for transportation, 
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Rs.300/- for lift on / lift off (loaded), Rs.800/- for destuffing 
and stacking, and Rs.150/- for lift on / lift off (empty), a 
charge of Rs.2,250/- per TEU is found to be reasonable. 

It will be relevant here to draw a reference to the activity 
described in Item 3(ii) of Annex - V to the proposal. These 
two activities can be seen to be operations in reverse of 
each other. That being so. the reasonableness of this 
charge of Rs.2,250/- will be borne out by the JNPT’s own 
proposal of a charge of Rs.2,200/- per TUE for the reverse 
activity. 

(G) , For the ‘destuffing operation' [cited in Item 2(iii) of Annex - 

IV to the proposal], the charge proposed of Rs.600/- is found 
to be on the higher side. With reference to the proposal of 
the JNPT, and the suggestion received from the BCHAA to 
charge only Rs.400/- per TEU, a charge of Rs.500/- per 
TEU is found to be reasonable. 

(H) . For destuffing and delivery activity ([cited in Item 2(iv) of 

Annex - IV to the proposal], the charge proposed of 
Rs. 1,200/- per TEU is found to be very much on the higher 
side. Going by the activities involved, the charge for this 
item has to be cheaper than that for the destuffing operation 
cited in Item 2(iii) ibid, Accordingly, a charge of Rs.400/- per 
TEU is found to be reasonable for this activity. 

(I) . Going by the norms indicated above, for the activity covered 

by Item 2(v) of Annex - IV to the proposal, the charge 
proposed of Rs, 1,350/- per TEU is found to be somewhat on 
the higher side. AdcUng Rs.300/- for lift on / lift off (loaded), 

Rs.800/- for destuffing and stacking, and Rs.150/- for lift on / 
lift off (empty), a charge of Rs. 1.250/- per TEU is found to be 
reasonable. 

(J) . In respect of Item 3(iv)(b) of Annex - IV to the proposal, with 

reference to the 1:2 ratio adopted between empty and 
loaded containers, the charge of Rs,400/- per TEU is found 
to be on the higher side. Accordingly, a charge of Rs.300/- 
per TEU is found to be reasonable. 

(K) . In respect of Item 3(ii) of Annex - V to the proposal, the 

charge proposed of Rs.2,200/- per TEU Is considered to be 
on the higher side since, going by the scheme of 
calculations adopted in the proposal, it contains a 
component of Rs.200/- towards ‘administrative expenses’ 
which has not been found to be in order. Accordingly, a 
charge of Rs.2,000/- per TEU is found to be reasonable for 
this item. 
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This activity is seen to be the reverse operation of the one 
described in Item 2{i) of Annex - IV to the proposal. There 
has, therefore, to be some correspondence between the 
two. That being so, the BCHAA proposal for a charge of 
Rs, 1,200/- per TEU for this item is not accepted. 

(L) . In respect of Item 3(ii) - General Operations - of Annex - V 

to the proposal, the charge of R8.400/- per TEU is found to 
be on the higher side. The activity involved in this item is 
exactly the same as the one described on the ‘import’ side 
under Item 3(ii) of Annex - IV to the proposal with reference 
to which the charge proposed is only of Rs.300/- per TEU, 
Accordingly, a charge of Rs,300/- per TEU is found to be 
reasonable for this item too. 

(M) . In respect of Item 3{viii) - General Operations - the charge 

proposed of Rs. 1,200/- per TEU is found to be on the higher 
side. Bearing in mind the general decision to reduce the 
charge for lift on / lift off of loaded containers from the 
proposed level of Rs.200/- per TEU, there has to be a 
reduction of R3.200/- per TEU in this item. Accordingly, a 
charge of Rs. 1,000/- per TEU is found to be reasonable for 
this item. 

(vi) . The point about lack of accountability is valid and needs to be 

carefully reckoned with. It will, therefore, be necessary to stipulate 
conditionalities. It may not be proper to leave them to be 
introduced by the Contractor. It was for the JNPT to have 
proposed the conditionalities. The JNPT has very definitely ducked 
this issue. They have required the TAMP to spell out 
conditionalities if necessary. The BCHAA have taken the trouble of 
proposing certain conditionalities. (As earlier stated, the JNPT has 
not even bothered to respond to these suggestions.) In the event, 
there is no reason why this Authority cannot be guided by the 
initiatives taken by the port-users. 

(vii) . The following conditionalities will appear to be in order. 

(a) . Notwithstanding the JNPT decision to engage a Contractor’, 

its responsibilities as the 'Principal' cannot cease. This 
responsibility will be of particular significance when viewed 
in perspective of the Port Trust’s liabilities as a 'custodian of 
cargo. 

(b) . The conditionality about free time’ commencing after the 

container reaches the CFS from the Port Container Yard 
appears to be reasonable and can be accepted. 
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(c) . The conditionality about applicability of ‘Container Detention 

Charges’ is not relevant to our purpose and can not, 
therefore, be entertained. 

(d) . The conditionality about ‘ free time’ will be relevant. But, 

there can be an opinion that 'free time’ is to be decided by 
the port depending upon the need for faster clearance and 
for completion of other formalities required. But, this may be 
seen in the context of the rate structure proposed vis-a-vis 
the rate structure applied by the BLC. Whereas In the JNPT 
proposal, the first month has been broken into four slabs 
with rates rising from Rs.75/- to Rs.300/-, in the BLC 
structure, it is just Rs.8/- for the whole of the first month! It 
is not reasonably conceivable that the pressure on speedy 
clearance within the port precincts will be so much as to 
warrant such a colossal contrast. That being so, in our 
opinion, as in the demand uniformly voiced by the port 
users, there can be a case for increasing the ‘free time’ from 
three days to five days unless alternatively the rates are 
reduced. 

(e) . The demand about introducing a conditionality about 

availability of the container at ‘ground’ when the consignee 
reports for its collection is reasonable. As pointed out by the 
BCHAA, the MBPT incorporates it in its Scale of Rates. The 
JNPT itself has also made some provision for LCL 
containers in its proposal. But, the fact remains that this 
conditionality has not been accepted by the JNPT a$ 
explicitly as it has been by the MBPT. There is, therefory, a 
case for accepting this recommendation of the BCHAA anc) 
imposing it as a conditionality governing all containers. 

(f) . The conditionality about warehousing charges not applying 

in cases of delays not attributable to the consignee appears 
to be reasonable. It is relevant here to recall that, in the 
Chennai Workshop, a Guideline was (unanimously) adopted 
to stipulate that port-users shall not be required to pay for 
delays not attributable to them. The recommendation of the 
BCHAA 'in this case, possibly, stems directly from the said 
Guideline. But, it cannot be extrapolated to cover 
contingencies like transporters' strike, etc. It will be 
reasonable only if it is confined to the factors concerning the 
Port Trusts. It can, therefore, be stipulated that the 
consignees shall not be required to pay warehousing 
charges if there are delays that are caused by the port and 
that are not attributable to the consignees. 

The BCHAA has referred in this context also to delays 
caused by Customs Testing / Import Trade Control 
procedures / etc. It is relevant in this context to note that in 
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a separate case relating to the Chennai Port Trust (CHPT), 
this very point has been amicably settled between the port- 
users and the CHPT and an agreed formula has been 
approved by the Authority. The users of the JNPT can be 
given six months time to study the said formula and propose 
appropriate provisions for adoption in this case if they so 
desire. 

(g) . The next conditionality suggested relates to adoption of a 

'single window’ system. While it will be correct to contend 
that adoption of a ‘single window’ system is a management 
decision, and, therefore, outside the purview of this 
Authority, the alternative suggested by the BCHAA cannot 
be so brushed aside. The BCHAA has requested that, if a 
‘single window’ system cannot be prescribed, then, time 
limits for each activity must be stipulated. This seems to be 
a reasonable proposition. And, in any case, the concept of 
prescribing time limits’ has already been proposed for 
acceptance in para 3.(ii), (iv), (viii), and (xii) above. It will be 
a natural corollary to this concept to think in terms of 
‘penalties’ and 'rebates’. The Authority, in an attempt to 
introduce ‘efficiency-linked tariffs’, has already been 
advising the Port Trusts to introduce time limits, penalties, 
rebates, premiums, etc. That being so, this conditionality 
can also be accepted for adoption. The parties can come up 
with suitable formulations for adoption within six months 
when the case can be taken up for further consideration on 
that specific and other related points. 

(h) . Talking of time limits, the suggestion of the CSLA and the 

INSA about auction of uncleared containers deserves to be 
considered. As INSA has proposed, the statutory period of 
45/60 days for destuffing/clearing after landing must be 
adhered to failing which the container shall be taken up for 
auction at the consignee’s cost. In other words, ‘ground 
rent’ must stop at some point; it cannot go on indefinitely 

(i) . The INSA recommendation about including provision of 

labour for chocking and lashing of cargo in the handling 
transport operations (export operations) seems to have 
merit in it. That the Maersk does not provide this 
conditionality at its CFS need not be a ground for not doing 
so here. The JNPT has not cared to express its views on 
the subject, 

8. In the result, and for the reasons given above, the following 

decisions are taken; 

(i). The rates chargeable towards various services to be rendered at 

the JNPT CFS for import operations are approved as set out in the 
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statement attached as Annex - 1 . This statement incorporates the 
modifications introduced in the rates as described in paragraph 
7(v) above. 

(ii) . The rates chargeable towards various services to be rendered at 

the JNPT CFS for export operations are approved as set out in the 
statement attached as Annex - II. This statement incorporates 
the modifications introduced in the rates as described in paragraph 
7(v) above. 

(iii) . Conditionalities are prescribed, as set out in the statement 

attached as Annex - ill, to govern the application of these rates.

CONDITIONALITIES GOVERNING APPLICATION OF THE RATES 
CHARGEABLE FOR VARIOUS SERVICES AT THE JNPT CFS 


1. Notwithstanding the Port Trust’s decision to engage a ‘Contractor’, its 
responsibilities as the ‘Principal’ shall not cease. This issue will be ol 
particular significance when viewed in the perspective of the Port Trust’s 
liabilities as a ‘custodian’ of cargo. 

2. The ‘free time’ will commence after the container reaches the CFS from 
the Port Container Yard. 

3. It must be ensured that the container is available at the ground tier when 
the importer approaches for clearance of this consignment. If it is not, the 
consignee shall not be held liable for payment of ground rent until the 
container is grounded and cleared. 

4. The consignee shall not be liable to pay warehouse charges if there are 
delays that are not attributable to him but are caused by the Port. 

In respect of delays caused by Customs Testing / Import Trade Control 
procedures / etc., the Port Trust and/or the users can come up with 
suitable formulations for adoption in this regard with reference to the 
agreed formula that has been approved by this Authority in Case 
No.TAMP/3/98-CHPT relating to the Chennai Port Trust. Suggestions in 
this regard can be made within six months of this order. 

5. In the absence of a ‘single window system’ for provision of services, it will 
be necessary to stipulate time limits for each activity. It will be a natural 
corollary to this concept to prescribe ‘penalties’ and 'rebates’. 

The Port Trust and/or the users can come up with suitable formulations 
for adoption in this regard within six months of this order. 

6. The time limit statutorily prescribed for destuffing/clearing after landing 
must be adhered to failing which the container shall be taken up for 
auction at the consignee’s cost. In other words, ‘ground rent’ cannot be 
charged indefinitely. 

7. The handling and transport operations (export operations) shall 
incorporate provision of labour for chocking and lashing of cargo.
